Wrecking Crews at Work. 

An Inquest will be held; but tonight 
the Parry Sound Coroner refused to 
say when It would be called. Wrecking 
crews were working on the wreck all 
night in an effort to clear the track 
and allow traffic to pass. 

The story of the wreck gives as its 
primary cause two cows whicn were 
sleeping on the track, The train was 
being drawn by two docomotives, a 
Mght one In charge of Bngineer P. 
Maxwell and a. “hog” in charge of Per- 
cy Crawley. On each engine rode four 
men, two of them, Genever and Bate- 
man, being student firemen, Who were 
making their first run. The train 
wos a fast freight with “twenty-tho 
cars of flax for quick delivery at Bos- 
ton, and Was making good time. 

Evigines Thrown From Track. 

When the first engine struck the re- 
cumbent cows it was thrown from the 
track and was followed by the heavy 
engine and five cars. The leading lo- 
comotive. was turned completely 
around and the cars piled on top of 
it in the bog, which extended heside 
the track at this point. Engineer 
Crawley was thrown clear of the 
cab and dit in the bog, almost unhurt. 
Price, a fireman, was also thrown clear 
of the wreck and escaped with some 
vruises. William Lavigne, a French 
Canadian, was seriously injured and 
is now in the hospital at Parry Sound, 
where he was tonight reported to be 
doing weil, Percy Maxwell, of Depot 
Harbor, in charge of the leading en- 
gine, was thrown into some brush «# 
considerable distance away and killed, 
as were brakeman M. Wilson, of Ot- 
tawa, fireman O'Neil, Genever © and 
Bateman. John G, Holtby, of 202 Pre-

“Thirty-two hundred dollars taken 
by-two men in four days is the best 
evidence obtainable as to the richness 
of the Shushanna strike in the White 
river district, The gold came to Daw- 
son. Numbers of our most conserva- 
tive people are leaving bere fully con- 
vineed of its genuineness. Would warn 
those contemplating going to be sup- 
plied with outfits or money enough to 
purchase them in Dawson. The best 
route now is up White river. The 
steamboats leave Dawson and g0 
within seventy miles of the diggings. 
The Canadian winter trail from Cof- 
fee Creek is now being Cut under the 
direction of the Yukon council, A de- 
tachment of the royal northwest 
mounted police has been stationed at 
the boundary,

The result of their conference was 
a recommendation for sweeping re- 
forms in the British board regula- 
tions governing marine matters upon 
which have been patterned the Can- 
adian regulations. it is believed that 
the majority of these will be put into 
operation,

instructed to conduct the most search- 
ing examination of all craft under the 
jurisdiction of the department befage
